On the east of Richmond, where the Y 
River raflroad—McClellan’s line of supplies — 
croeses it, the Chickahominy Is about twelve 
miles from Richmond. e confederates 
holding the riveraboye, in such close prox- 
imity to Riebmond, were on the flank of his 
line of supplice, and could precipitate a force 
upon it at any point between the Chicka- 
hominy and York Rivers. Twenty miles of 
ruliroad would have to be protected against 
these attacks in force, wijie ol operations 
were going on iniroat. To protect this road 
McClellan stretched his line fifteen miles up 
the Chickabominy, and then a 150 cavalry 
made a descent on it and destroyed a large 
amount of supplies. 

Had he crossed his right wing his commuai- 
cations would have been in the hands of the 
enemy. In pushing forward his left, without 
the support of the main body, it was attacked 
abd repulsed. In holding his rignt wing on 


tions, it was enpeoee to attack by overwhela- 
ing forees. It been thought strange that 
the confederates did not resist his advance 
over the Chickahominy, when its natural ob- 
stacles were so great. It can now be seen 
that it was a greater advantage to them to 
have the Chickabominy between MeVCiellan 
abd his communications. The only possi »ilf- 
ty of success was by a bold push forward to 
Richmond. If McCle'lan could have beaten 
the rebel armny there, t!at wouli have made 
bis rear communication safe. Bat it was for 
him to judge whether he had sufficient force 
to atten: pt this. 
McClellan's tion could result only in 
the sacrifice of army. The retreat upon 
James River was the ouly al‘ernative. ho 
is responsibie forthe military bluader that 
ebose the route to Richmond by way of York- 
town and the Chickahominy, we do not pre- 
tend to know.
